The State Tickets.

| The Bee bas refrained up to this
itlme from commanting on the make-up
of the state tickets put In nomination
|nt the recent primary. for the very
| good reakon that it has not been cer-
tain, and I8 not yet certain, who will
be the opposing candidates.

On the republican side 1t s fully
demoustrated that the ticket will be
headed by Cheater H. Aldrich, nomi-
niated for governor by a plurality of
approximately 3,600 out of a total
vote greatly decreased by the dofac-
tion of the 1llberal republicans who
wont over into the democrati¢ primary
to vote for Dahlman.

On the democratic side Mayor Dahl-
man has a small lead over Governor
Shallenberger. His margin s so nar-
row that a recount or contest may yet
change the result.

Ir Mr, Aldrich I8 to be pitied agalnst
Mayor Dahlman the lssue will be
sharply defined between wet and dry
and will have to be fought out on
those lines. If Mr. Aldrich has Gov-
ernor Shallenberger as his opponent,
both of them committed to sign a
county option bill If passed by the leg-
Islature, that lssue will be relegated
more to the respective senatorial and
leglslutive distriets, and the fight for
the gubernatorial office will be waged
around other lssues as well,

In either event victory or defeat
for Mr. Aldrich a8 head of the ticket
mugt turn on the measure of suctons
his campaign scores In winning back
the support of the llberal republicans
and In appealing to the democratic
and Independent voters dissatisfied
with the personality or record of the
democratic candidate.

Automobile Regulation.

Another serlous, !f not fatal, auto-
mobile accident in Omaba s a re-
minder that nothing whatever has
been done by our local authorities to
put a check on reckless auto driving.
It 18 only falr, however, to the city
eouncl] that it be known that its power
to apply & remedy that would be effec-
tlve has been questioned, and that it
is doubtful whether any ordinance es-
tablishing a general license system,
with forfeiture for violatlon of the
conditions of licensas issue, would hold
water.

Tho trouble is that our late demo.
cratic legisiature last year enacted a
state law for the registration of motor
vehicles of state-wide scope, contaln-
ing the following provision:

Citles and towpns shall have no power
to pass, enforce or maintaln any ordl-
nance, rule or regulation requiring any
owner or operntor of a motor vehiela any
Heense or permit to use the public high-
way, or exdlude or prohibit any motor
vehicle whose owner has compllied witn
this law from the free usa of such high-
ways, and all such ordinances, rules and
rogulations now In force are hereby de-
clared (0 be of no validity or effect; pro-
v(lded that nothing in this act shall be
construed as limiting the power of local
authoritles to make, enforce and main-
tain an ardinance, rules or regulations,
in mddition to.the provisions of this act,
affecting motor vehicles which are
offered for the public foer hire.

The city council has the right to
pass an ordinance governing public
automaoblles offered for hire, and it s
just possible it might make regula-
tions governing professional chauf-
feurs regularly or temporarily em-
ployed, but It evidently has no power
to limit the use of automobiles by
their owners or by those to whom
they are entrusted by their owners,
Irrespective of age or compétency,
The only opportunity, therefore, to
enforce a remody les In arrest of
drivers exceeding the speed Hmit and
the Imposition of severer peénalties
than has been accustomed.

In the Interval those interested In
the safaguarding of the automobile
from the adium brought on it by defi-
ant driving will do well te prepare and
present to the coming legislature an
amendment to the stnte law establish-
ing some reasonable quslifications as
prerequisite to the right to guide an
auto through our crowded city strests.

Exoneration of the Vice President.

The complete exoneration of Vice
President Sherman  from even the
slightest suspicion of complicity in the
alleged attempted bribery growing out
of the Oklshoma land frauds should
be accepied as final. It should be ac-
cepted alfl the more readily in view of
the sssertion of Senator Gore, who
dragged Mr. Sherman’s name into the
case, that he himself never placed any
eredence I the charge that the vice
president was interested in the Indian
contracts for legal services,

The unfortunate part of the unwar-
ranted and Inexcusable use of Mr.
Sherman’s name in this connection Is
the wundesirable publicity reflecting
upon the integrity of our highest pub.
lle officials spread before the people
of foreign countries Who are ready to
believe without further inquiry, snd
the consequent Injury to our good
name #s & nation. It 18 a sad but true
characteristic of the average person to
let good reports of a public official go
in one ear und out of the other, and to
repeat and exmggerate whatever evil
is gald of them.

Banks Prepared for Harvest,

The western banks expect to be
nble to handle the demands of the crop
movement with the ordinary help from
the larger reserve centers, so Wwhat
apprehension has been felt on this
score may pow be diamissed. A can-
vass of the west seems to reflect this
fact. There was much uneasiness for
a while as to the ability of the western
banks to rige to this situation because
of the bellef that they were over-
loaned, but it seems they were not so
far overloaned as to glve cause for
such alarm. Thelr loans have been
heavy; of that there {8 no doubt, but
the banks have been able to take care

& better reserve than they had sixty
dayas ago.

Of course business has undergone a
genoral improvement in that time and
this has had its Influence. For sevs
eral weoks eastern flnanclers have
been insisting that the smaller west-
ern banks adopt a more conservative
polley with reference to loans and the
effect has not been o valn. The policy
¢ decldedly more conservative and this
has tended to reduce the demands for
the present of réal eatate loans, Not
only {8 this true in Nebraska, but in
Kansas, Iowa and Illinols, and in none
more than Kansas, where the extension
of loans, it was felt, had gone too far.

With a more stable tone to banking
business and at least an 80 per cem
crop coming on, conditions in the west
are sound and offer no reason what-
sver for discouragement In the east,
which |8 too much given to Jumping
at conclusions as to affairs in the
wost.

West Planning Conservation,

Whatever actual Influence the con-
gervation congress of St. Paul Is to
wleld, governors of western states
propose that the sentiment and poll-
cles of their people shall not be over-
looked in coming to a concrete basis
of actlon. They very wisely called a
preliminary congresg of thelr own at
Salt Lake City, where a thorough inter-
change of views might he had as to the
means of reaching an agreement for a
definite program at St. Paul. All the
far western states have been repre-
sented by their chief executives and
representatives of the state and gov-
| ernor of Minnesota have beéen there to
participate in the meeting. -

Most of the conserving of natural
resources is just now being done in
the west and by the nature of things
must continue to be, so 'that it is only
right. that in any convention of this
sort the west should have a volce in
determining its ultimate policies to be
pursued. No doubt as 'Between some
of the expert conservationlsts of the
east and those of the west some sharp
difterences of opinion will be de-
veloped.

N.—An time gnae
on It becomes more and more Apparent
that no direct answer will bo made here
ta tha reports of & break between FPresi-
dent Taft and Colonsl Roosevelt and the
charges allegnd as a foundation for the
rupture,

Although the sllence of the last few
days s #still strictly maintained, it I8 be-
Heved now that President Taft intends to
make his position olear tn the letter he I
preparing for ithe republioan campaign
commities hand book and Lhe speech he la
preparing for the cohservation congress al
8t. Paul. Mr. Taft has been working om
these two documents almest econtinuously
for the Iast two days.

The letter and the spoech, 80 far as
known, will not be controversial, The
president s suid to recognizge no situation
omling for a controversy. Colonel Roose-
velt has made no statement in support of
the reported break. Thete I8 nothing
definite upon which the president could
act oven If he had & desire to do so.

With the Important work that he has in
hand Mr. Taft evidently has concluded that
this I# not the tme to enter Into & news-
paper controversy with anyone. As to
what his sndministration has accomplished
In fulfiliment of the parly platform pladgen
and what it intends to do In the futurs In
the way of recommendations 10 COngress
Fresident Taft soon will make these mat-
ters clear and It In seid he in willlng to
stand or fall by what he han to say.

Keepas Out of Sinte Fights,

As to wtate flghts, ond It Is the New
York state fight which ia alleged to have
oreated a chasm between the presidont ang
the colonel, thers Is every reason (o be-
Heve that Mr., Taft will restate what he
has sald here many times of late, that
he does not bellsve It to be the provines
of the chief executive to Interfere In stnte
fights and that In dealing with state sitna-
tions he has confined himself to urging
upon the various leaders the Importance
to the party of an honest endeavor to
adjust their differences and an agreement
upon & harmonious program,

That the president, disregarding loecal
Inenues, s wtill Intent upom bringing about
& wituation in the republican puarty as
closely allled to harmeony as {s possible
under all the circumstances, is evidenced
by the fmot that his campalgn commitiee
letter In reported to econtain & deelaration
that there Is no desire on his part. or on
the part of anyone clossly identifisd with
the administration, to read any person out
of the party.

No Fight with Insurgents.
This Is taken here to mean that the pres-
Ident has no fight with the Insurgents, but
Is glad to welcome them as republicans.
During the last session of congresa the
prezident clearly defined his position as to
what censtituted a republican, He heid
that all men who were willing to support
measures which clearly were framed In
compliance with pledges in the party plat-
form were entitled 10 be regarded ss mem-
bers’ of the party, no matter what thelr
poeition might be as to the house rules or
the speakership. .
It is also said here tonight that President
Taft will point to the fact that all of the
legialation he has recommended and whiéh
has been enacted has been In line with
the progressive policy he outlined at the be-
ginning of his administration,
Bo far as he consistently can do so, the
president will endeavor to placate all fac-
tlons of the party. He belleves the party
already |s moving nhead and he wants
all Its members to “pull at the oars"
Representative McKinley of Illinols,
chalrman of the republican congressionsl
campalgn committes, when he was In Hev-
erly ten days ago, announced that the con-
gressional committes was ready to support
regulars and Insurgents allke, the only test
belng support of the president and of the
party platform.

Tariff Commission,

As to the tariff, President Tuft, It Is be-
lieved, will lay chlef Importance upon the
results that it is hoped will be acoom-
plinhed through the work of the new tariff
commission. The party platform called for
a revislon of the tarliff on the wsclentifie
prineipls of difference In the coat of pro-
duction here and abroad, with a falr profit
to the producers.
It also culled for “Immediate revision,'
nand the public demanded Immedinte revis-
jon. In bringing about Immediate revision
1t was obviously Impossible to make that
revision sclentific. The means of securing
the needed information was not avallalle
and the time was too short. The president
will point out what he believes to be the
good features of the Payne-Aldrich aet and
will declare that & real sclentific revislon,
based on the mass of Information the tarite
commisnion will collect, will undoubtadiy be
